DETROIT MAN 
TO RUN SCHOOLS 


Citizen Commission for 
C. E. Chadsey as 
Superintendent. 


Charles ©. Chadsey of Detroit, na- 
tionally known educator and public 
school executive, will be recommended 
to the board of education today by the 
citizens’ advisory commission as per- 
manent superintendent of Chicago 
schools at a salary of $18,000 a year. 
Acting Superintendent Peter A. Mor. 
tenson will be recommended as assist- 


ary of $12,000. 

Mr. Chadsey is here attending the 
meeting of the National Educational 
association. 

“I have advised the Chicago com- 
mission appointed by President Loeb 
that I will accept the post if the board 
elects me,” he told a TRIBUNE reporter. 
“It ig too early to comment upon the 
affair now, as I understand the com- 
mission’s report has not even reached 
the board, and when it does the trus- 
tees of Chicago must decide whether 
or not they care to follow the recom- 
mendations. | | 


“Greatest School Job.” 

“I became a candidate for the Chi- 
cago superintendency, believing the 
situation to be a challenge to the best 
effort that any man has to give to his 
work. National educators look upon 
the post as the greatest school oppor- 
tunity offered anywhere in the United 
States and pointed out to me that it 
is backed by the cleanest interests in 

“Coming as it does through the rec- 
ommendation of impartial and nonpar- 
tisan civic leaders, the chance to fur- 
ther the interests of Chicago schools 
and school children alone is unique 
in school.history. Needless to say, I 
will make every effort to make good 
in the job if I am elected to it. 


Likes Chicago Prospect. 

“I did not care to become a can- 
didate when first approached by the 
commission. The pleasant and har- 
monious relations I have enjoyed in 
Detroit made me hesitate to seek a 
field which is known as a difficult 
post to handle. The advice of promi- 
nent educators and the special inter- 
est in the Chicago situation have con- 
vinced me, however, that the place 
offers the greatest field for educational 
advancement in the country.” 

President Andrew P. Biddle of the 
Detroit board said last night that Dr. 
Chadsey will be released from his 
three year Detroit contract if he is 
elected to the Chicago post, but will 
probably be asked to remain in Detroit 
until the question of the 1919 school 
budget is settled. Dr. Chadsey’s sal 
ary as Detroit superintendent is 
$12,000 a year. 2

It was. disclosed yesterday that the 
shooting at the meeting of the Chi- 
cago Journeymen Plumbers’ union, at 
366 West Madison street, was the 
opening battle of a carefully planned | 
campaign of violence. Although the’ 
identified list of wounded numbers 
only four, the police are searching for 
half a dozen others believed to have 
been shot. 

This campaign, it develops, is the 
result of a bitter fight within the union 
ranks, which, leaders frankly admit- 
ted, probably will not be ended until 
there is further bloodshed and some 
killings. 

The police also learned that a sim- 
flar crisis exists in other labor or- 
ganizations as the result of dissatis- 
faction over the policy of the leaders 
in control. Violent outbreaks are ex- 
pected. 

Chief of Police Garrity and Capt. 
Morgan Collins, who were probing the 
shooting all Tuesday night and yester- 
day, declared last night they will take 
drastic steps to prevent a recurrence 
of the acts of terrorism and ditry 
which marked Chicago’s last “ labor 
war,” which ended only after a series 
of murders and shootings. 

More than 600 members of the 
plumbers’ union were questioned by 
the police during the day. They were 
reticent, but Capt. Collins deciares he 
has discovered the cause of the 
“war.” 

Every man involved in the fight is 
known, the police say.

WHERE THE SHOE MIGHT PINCH. 

For several years the annual publication of the 
London stock exchange has contained a statement 
of loans repudiated by various of our southern 
states. The 1916 list includes the states of Arkan- 
sas, Florida, Georgia, Louisiana, Mississippi, North 
Carolina, and West Virginia. In each instance the 
amounts range from $6,000,000 to $15,000,000, the 
total of the repudiated bonds being placed at 
$75,000,000. 

These securities were issued from forty to sixty 
years ago, chiefly for the purpose of financing pub- 
Nc improvements. They had nothing to do with the 
civil war debts, which were automatically invali- 
Gated by the collapse of the rebellion. The civil 
war bonds were frankly a gamble; the state bonds 
were loans based on the credit of the several com- 
monwealths. 

Some of the issues were put out during the 


carpet bag period, and we can realize how dis-|. 


tasteful the redemption of such issues would be 
to southerners. There may be adequate explana- 
tions for the repudiation of the other bonds. 

The point is, however, that British financiers 
still remember and regret the money they lost in 
these investments. They still record the loss in 
their financial journals. | 

Now, if the league of nations is to become the 
‘moral and financial guardian of the world, if the 
league undertakes to compel Russia and other de- 
linquent nations to fulfill their obligations, is it 
not likely that the British financiers will press 
their claims against these southern states? It is 
obvious they have not altogether lost hope of col- 
lecting them, and the creation of a league of nations 
would give an opportunity which is now denied.

GUNMAN GOVERNMENT. 
Chicago has just had another exhibition of an 
attempt at gunman government; three casualties 
in the plumbers’ union; the name of a notorious 
“killer” whispered by the police. Under gunman 
government it seems safe to slay with impunity; 
a “killer” is known to have been pardoned from 
life imprisonment following the presentation of a 
petition with 40,000 signatures. 

Prisons seem hardly strong enough to contain 
murderous pretenders to labor authority. With 
the aid of the magazine gun and the slungehot it 
has been found not impossible to organize upstart 
unions for the undermining of those that already 
are competently fulfilling their obligations to the 
public and the American Federation of Labor. 

Employers of labor have been coerced into dis- 

missing regular union men that outlaws might 
gain recognition; regular union men have been 
shot down so their fellows would be forced into 
affiliation with the upstarts; warfare between the 
factions thus established has resulted in death lists 
as long as in the battles in Flanders. | 
The “killers,” so necessary to this sort of strife, 
are neither numerous nor unknown; but they have 
always enjoyed a peculiar immunity. One mur 
derer, caring nothing for reputation nor life, is 
sufficiently irritating to bring about the disruption 
of a well managed labor union. Once an outlaw 
organization gains a footing the fruits of graft for 
the organizers are plentiful. : 
To say that such a state of affairs is an unmer- 
ited rebuke to union labor is obvious. Surely the 
painstaking and honest union contingent is not to 
be blamed for the exotic and criminal individuals 
who, shouting unionism, are its worst enemies. 
We could hope for a rigid weeding out of unde 
sirables while aware that this process must, of 
course, be restricted to known lawbreakers and 
not potential disturbers. 
But of known lawbreakers there are a few. When 
once convicted and imprisoned they should remain 
there instead of released to commit new atrocities 
under the banner of labor. Labor would do better 
to scrutinize closely the acts of! its exotics and 
lend a hand to the law when it interposes to aid 
in its uplift. Ets 


KEEP THE SERVICE STRIPE. 
The men who want to break down distinctions 
between distinguished overseas service and home 
service are the men who wanted to stay at home 
in uniform. Some of them are too shockingly 
closely connected to the administration. Their 
center is in Washington.

THE REAL HERO OF THE WAR,

Many have been misled by the conferring of medals, 
crosses, orders, and titles as to the real hero of the 
war. Divers generals, admirals, aces, soldiers, and 
marines have been covered with decorations and their 
exploits have been far sung in many tongues. But 
these only contributed to the great victory. The man 
who really compelled the Germans to accept defeat, 
although they had 2,000,000 men on the western front 
alone, well equipped, and behind them “line after 


and military science,’’ has been unheralded. Neither 
Lioyd George, Clemenceau, Foch, Haig, nor Pershing 
has mentioned him. After vainly waiting for recogni- 
tion from official sources, he has decided to take the 
American people into his confidence. George Creel was 
the hero of the war, and he admits it In a detailed 
account of his performances appearing in Everybody’s 
Magazine. 

It was his foreign propaganda work that turned 
the trick. He broke the German morale. He did it by 
sending airplanes over the German lines dropping 
tracts. Sometimes he sent out paper balloons filled 
with coal gas. Fabric balloons were tried, but aban- 
doned because of the uncertain winds. On quiet sec- 
tors he used kites, where the wires would not inier- 
fere with military airplanes. French, British, and 
[tallan guns were also used for scattering leafiets 
over large areas. The leaflets were chemically treated 
to preserve them from effects of bad weather. 

The casualties in the final fighting showed stift Ger- 
man resistance, but Mr. Creel has figured it out that 
his distribution of literature had convinced them that 
their cause was hopeless. Gen. Pershing has said that 
the military situation compelied unconditional surren- 
der, but Mr. Creel says the Germans could have fought 
for many months and that they would have done it 
but for his sowing of tracts, | 

The controversy demands an international investiga- 
tion. Mr. Creel must not be cheated out of his laurels 
by the military cliques.

constipation of lead poisoning is ex- 
ceptionally obstinate. It can scarcely 
be said that because a person is con- 
stipated he should suspect lead poison- 
ing. 


A symptom of more significance pres- 
ent in more than half the cases is a- 
fine tremor of the sides of the tongue. 
Standing before a mirror in a good light 
the tongue is protruded. A fine tremor 
of the sides is a cause of suspicion of 
lead, poisoning. Tremor of the fingers 
is another good sign of poisoning. The 
tremor is finer than that caused by 
whisky or goiter. Tremor is a good 
sign when present, but it is often ab- 
sent, according to Apfelbach. ; 

A grayish blue line along the gums, 
extensive decay of the teeth, and 
pyorrhea are good signs, especially in 
people who do not wash their teeth 
daily. So ts colic in the abdomen just 
below the navel and shooting from side 
to side. Pallor and anemia are other 
at least fairly good signs. 

All of these are signs that the man 
himself can observe. There are other 
signs and symptoms which doctors can 
determine, using instruments for the pur- 
pose.

Surrenders After Police 


Have Searched Vainly 
for 18 Hours.

Reports sent over the city stated 
that Enright was shot through the 


right lung and was in a dying condl- 
tion. While the “bulletins” were be 
ing “flashed” Enright and Thomas 
Kearney, business agent and “big 
boss" of the union, were partaking of 
a hearty dinner of pork and cabbage. 
A half dozen of their friends were 
gathered about the bedside examining 
with interest the bullet which “ Moss” 
said he had picked out from inside his 
undershirt after it had pierced his 
shoulder. 
Attitude Angers Collins. 

Capt. Collins is not satisfied with the 
statement of Enright’s physician and 
with the attitude and actions of at- 
tachés of the City Hall Square hotel. 
Although it was generally known thet 
the police had startéd a hunt for En- 
right immediately after the shooting, 
neither the doctor nor the hotel man- 
agement notified the police that a 
wounded man was in the hotel. 

“I shall make further inquiry to- 
morrow,” Capt. Collins said last night. 
“Our own physicians will examine 
Enright, and if he is able to be moved 
we shall take him to the bridewell 
hospital. For tonight I have ordered 
a guard of detectives to see that no 
attempt is made to anugete him from 
the hotel.” 

The hotel people denied they knew 
Enright was wounded. It was learned 
that the hotel clerk notified Enright’s 
friends to come to visit him at En- 
right’s request durtng the day, and 
several of these men were questioned 
by the police last night when found in 
Einright’s room. Although police were 
on guard, the hotel attendants seal 
Enright was in the place.

not giving them all the work he might. 
The fact is there is little doing and 
jobs are few because there is no build- 
ing. 

“The insurgents had served notice 
they were going to try to depose Kear- 
ney and his officers Tuesday night 
under one of the rules in the bylaws, 
charging the officers were not loyal to 
the union. Every one knew that meant 
a fight.

Were not at the meeting early in the 
evening, but their friends sent out 
word that Smythe, who is the head of 
the insurgents, on hand with a lot 
of bullies, and that they were frisking 
all the members for their guns as fast 
as they came up the steps to the hall 
Went to “Get” Foes. 
“Enright and Kelleher and 
were rounded up and went to the hall 
to ‘get’ the Smythe bunoh.

They assert Kearney and his officers 
have given out plumbing jobs to other 
workers and have not handled the af- 
fairs of the union in an honest man- 
ner. They say 700 men in the union 
are ready either to oust Kearney and 
Enright or leave the union. 
“ They forced Jim Ford, superintend- 
ent for a contractor, out of his place 
in Argo where fifty houses are being 
built under government contract,” one 
man said, “ They broke the plumbers’ 
agreement to have pipe cutting done 
by an extra worker. Then after they 
had made certain arrangements with 
the contractor they took off the extra 
man and went back to the old one 
man system. 
“We have held three’ ‘priobtitied to 
discuss the way these fellows are 
ranning the union and have adopted 
resolutions protesting against Kear- 
ney’s tactics. They have boosted dues 
and raised the business agents’ salaries 
from $465 a week to $60 with automo- 
bile allowances. We don’t intend to 
stand for this sort of thing and there 
has‘got to be a showdown.” 

Want. More Wasen. 
According to the police the {nsur- 
gents are largely composed of men 
who have been doing out of town work 
on government contracts. They have

the best work; and therefore, my 
liking for them was obliged to 
take the shape of exposing them to 
most fatigue and hardship, of de 
manding from them the eatest serv- 
ice, and of making them incur the 
greatest risk. Once I kept Greenway 
and Goodrich at work for forty-eight 
hours without sleeping and with very 
little food, fighting and digging 
trenches. I freely sent the men for 
whom I cared most to where death 
might smite them; and death often 
smote them—as it did the two best 
officers in my regiment, Allyn Capron 


have respected me had I acted other- 
wise. Their creed was my creed. 

The life even of the most useful 
man, of the best citizen is not to be 
hoarded if there be nec! to spend it. 
I felt and feel this abouts others; and, 
of course, also about myself, This is 
one reason why I have al felt im- 
patient contempt for the effort to abol- 


sympathy with criminals. I am will- 
ing to listen to arguments in favor of 
abolishing the death penalty so far 
as they are: based purely on grounds 
of public expediency, although these 
arguments have never convinced me. 
But inasmuch as, without hesitation, 
in the performance of duty, I have 
again and again sent good and gallant 
and upright men to die, it seems to 
me the height of a folly both mis- 
chievous and mawkish to contend that 
criminals who have deserved death 
should nevertheless be allowed to shirk 
it. No brave and good man can prop- 
erly shirk death; and no criminal who 
has earned death should be allowed 
to pghirk it. 


Honorary Members of Regiment. 


One of the best men with our regi- 
ment was the British military attaché, 
Capt. Arthur Lee, an old friend. The 
other military attachés were herded 
together at headquarters and’ saw 
little. Capt. Lee, who had known me 
in Washington, escaped and stayed 
with the regiment. We grew to feel 
that he was one of us, and made him 
an honorary member. There were two 
other honorary members. One was 
Richard Harding Davis, who was with 
us continually and who performed val- 
uable service on the fighting line. The 
other was a regular officer, Lieut. 
Parker, who had a battery of gatlings. 
We were with this battery through- 
out the San Juan fighting, and we 
grew to have the strongest admiration 
for Parker as a soldier and the strong- 
est liking for him as a man. During 
our brief campaign we were closely 
and intimately thrown with varieus 
regular officers of the type of Mills, 
Howze, and Parker. We felt not mere- 
ly fondness for them as officers and 
gentlemen, but pride in them.as Ameri- 
cans. It is a fine thing to feel that we 
have in the army and in the navy 
modest, efficient, gallant gentlemen of 
this type, doing such disinterested 
work for the honor of the flag and of 
the nation. 
pay the debt of gratitude we all of us 
owe to the officers and enlisted men 
of the army and of the navy. 
Of course, with a regiment of our 
type there was ‘much to learn both 
among the officers and the men. There 
were all kinds of funny incidents. One 
of my men, an ex-cowpuncher and 
former roundup cook, a very good shot 
and rider, got into trouble on the way 
down on the transport. He understood 
entirely that he had to obey the offi- 
cers of his own regiment, but, like so 
many volunteers, or at least like so 
many volunteers of my regiment, he 
did not understand that this obligation 
extended to officers of other regiments. 
One of .the regular officers on the 
transport ordered him to do something 
which he declined to do. When the 
officer told him to consider himself un- 
der arrest he responded by offering to 
fight him for a trifling consideration. 
He was brought before a court mar- 
tial, which sentenced him to a year’s 
imprisonment at hard labor with dis- 
honorable discharge, and the major 
general commanding the division ap- 
proved the sentence.

ESCAPE U. S. TAX: 


Bills for Taxis and the 
Theater May Also Be 
Deducted. 


BY INCOME TAX EDITOR. 


Uncle Sam will allow the cost of a 


dinner, a little ride about town in a 
taxi, and incidentally an after dinner . 
theater party to be deducted from net. 
income in figuring the income tax. 
schedule of a business man if the 
“sole purpose” of the outing is to 
“ cultivate the good will of a customer.” 

A ruling to the effect that “ amounts 
expended in entertaining an out of 
town customer may be deducted” was 
obtained yesterday by Collector Julius 
F. Smietanka, local collector of internal 
revenue. The reason for entertaining 
the customer, however, Mr. Smietanka 
said, must be to obtain an, increase in 
the business man’s trade. 


Deductions for Doctors. 

Another. ruling is that a physician 
may claim as deductions the cost of 
medicines and medical supplies used by 
him in his practice, a reasonable pro- 
portion of the expenses paid in the 
maintenance and repair of an automo- 
bile used for professional calls, ex- 
penses in attending medical conven- 
tions, dues to medical societies, sub- 
scriptions to medical journals, and of- 
fice rent. A dentist is allowed the 
same deductions. 


Formula for Business Man. 


Collector Smietanka issued the fol-| 


lowing formula to be followed by a 
business man in figuring his net in- 
come: . 

First ascertain the gross sales and 
the other items of gross income, such 
as interest on bank balances and mis- 
cellaneous items. Then add together 
the inventory at*the beginning of the 
year and the cost of goods purchased 
for resale. 

From this sum subtract the inven- 
tory at the end of the year, and th? 
result is the cost of goods sold. The 
cost, plus necessary business expenses, 
which are amounts actually paid or in- 
curred during the conduct of the busi- 


ness during the year, is to be deducted; | 


from the gross sales and other income, 
and the result is the net income. }
